Clarke Will Challenge Hanna. 

John H, Clarke, who will canvass the 
State with Mayor Johnson, and -other 
democratic candidates, has been a promi- 
nent attorney at Youngstown for many 
years, but now he is located in Cleveland.

dates, the republican as well as the dem- 
ocratjc candjdates for senator and gov- 
ernor. Clarke made two masterly speéch- 
es, one presenting the name of Johnson 
and the other in accepting the senatorial 
nomination. After the convention many 
delegates aid his first speech nominated 
Clarke as well as Johnson, In his gec- 
ond speech Clarke intimated that he 
would ask Senator Hanna for joint de- 
bates during the campaign and that 
caused a great demonstgation. 

The result of the convention leaves the 
party erganization in Ohio 18 to 3 in the 
hands of the Bryan-Johnson element for 
next year, when dejegates to the demv- 
cratic national conventhog are to be se- 
lected. 

With the single exception of senatorial 
indorsement thg Johnson men controlled 
the convention was firmly gas the dis- 
trict and gommittee meeting yysterday.

Community of Interest Estab- 
ished at Meeting Held 
in’ Macon, 


REPRESENTATIVES PRESENT 
FROM TWENTY-SEVEN MILLS 


Cotton Oil Mill Owners Met Behind 
Closed Doorse—Full Understand- 
ing Was Reached and Prices 
Promulgated Will Be 
Maintained.

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., August 26.—(Special.)—The 
independent cotton seed oil mill owners 
of Georgja convened here this afternoon 
and before an adjournment had been ac- 
complished. another combine was launch- 
ed upon the commercial seas of the south. 

It was with the greatest secrecy and 
care the deliberations of the independent 
mill, owners came together, dia their 
work and then went their way. 

For soine time there has been quite an 
extensive correspondence among the cot- 
ton seed ofl mill owners’ scattered 
throughout Georgia, the object of that 
correspondence being a _ convention of 
those engaged in the trade. 

Finally a day and a place for meeting 
were selected and in accordance with that 
selection the independent operators came 
together here this afternoon. 

The first of the delegations to arrive 
was that from Atlanta, among which 
were William Montgomery and EB. P. Mc- 
Burney. . These gentiemen came in short- 
ly before noon and then every train 
reaching Macon broughtsin recruits. 

It was late in the afternoon when the 
owners of the cotton seed oil mills gath- 
ered at the Brown house for a conference 
and when the roll had been completed 
it was ascertained that every cotton seed 
oil mill in the state was represented. 

Twenty-seven towns, representing every 
section of Georgia, were here. Atlanta, 
Bainbridge, Quitman, Albany, Fort 
Gaines, Camilla, Montezuma, Augusta, 
Columbus, Macon, Forsyth, Cordele, 
Vienna, Arlington and Savannah were 
among the cities who answered to. the 
roll call. 

Met Behind Closed Doors. 

The session was behind closed doors 
and the greatest caution was exercised 
to prevent the object of the meeting from 
becoming known.- It has developed, how- 
ever, that @urSog the session the current 
prices and mode of: business of the mill 
owners present were fully and wholly 
aired. 

It has been ascertained, too, that be- 
fore an adjournment was reached a 
schedule of prices by which every mill 
represented at the meeting will be gov- 
erned in the future. To this scale of 
prices it is said every one present sub- 
scribed, and after the-owners return home 
the scale will be put into operation at 
once, .

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VESUMUS SPOUTS 
STREAMS OF LAVA

Volcanc's Action Threaten 
Salely af Great Observatory, 


Stream of Lava and Red-Hot Stones 
Causes Panic Among Those 
Near by, and Holds En- 
thralled Spectators at 
a Safe Distance. 


Naples, August 26.--The people of Naples 
and the environs witnessed qg remarkahte 
spectacle at nogn today. One thousand 
feet below the central cone of Vesuvius, 
the volcano opened like a huge mouth, 
out of which belched a fleree gtream of 
lavy, which ran down the side of the 
mountain and at first seemed to menace 
the observatory. This building, however, 
is protected in the direction of the stream 
by a moulfid of lava 200 feet high, which 
was thrown out during the eruption of 
1895 and 1990. 

The ‘eruption occurred without any 
warning whatever. There was no earth- 
quake, detonation or rain of aghes, noth- 
ing but a clear stream of lava and red 
hot stonés, which were thrown to a 
height of 700 feet, producing an extremely 
beautiful effect seen from Naples, The 
stream of lava, which is 15 feet broad, 
at 11 o’clock tonight had covered a dis- 
tance of 2,700 feet. It deviated later from 
the direction of the observatory, which 
is no longer menaced. The only danger fs 
for the electric tramway up the volcapo, 
which, however, has thus far not been 
touched. The eruption already seeme to 
be decreasing and it is supposed that no 
damage will result from it. 

The_spectators far enough away not to 
be frightened, stood entranced at the 


spectacle, but those nearer to the vol- 
cano were selzed by @ panic when the 
eruption began.

Sofia, August 2.—An immense mass 
meeting of Macedonians took place here 
today. The proceedings were most enthu- 
silastic. It was resolved that a memo- 
randum should be presented to the repre- 
sentatives of the great powers at Sofia, 
urging their governments to take action. 
The secret visit of the Russian squadron 
to Turkish waters was much commented 
upon at the meeting. 

It was described as ‘‘a moment of sun- 
shine which quickly passed.” The speak- 
ers impassionately appealed for the im- 
mediate intervention of the powers in 
Macedonia, declaring that if pouring out 
of blood in Macedonia continues another 
fortnight Europe will find nobody there 
,to gave. 

The Bulgarian ministers were urged not 
to stand by while their brethren were dy- 
Ing in Macedonia. 

The gathering was the largest yet held. 

Most of the shops were closed during 
the meeting as a mark of sympathy with 
its objecis. 

Seventy Villages Destroyed. 

Resolutions were atso adopted thanking 
the publicists who have defended the 
cause of the Macegonians, regretting the 
hesitation on the part of Europe tq take 
steps to ameliorate the lot of the Chris-

To Destroy All Bulgarians. 

The Turks’ repressive measures - in 
Macedonia have reached the utmost lim- 
its of barbarism and it is evident that it 
is the intention to accomplish by degrees 
the total extirpation of the Bulgarian 
population. 

Within the Jast few days twelve more 
Christian villages have been handed over 
to fire and sword, and the women, chil- 
dren and the aged have been massacred 
indiscriminately, convoys of prisoners 
dispatched to Monastir have been mur- 
dered by their escorts on the way: Pri- 
vate letters from a foreign resident in 
Monastir say even the local Turks are 
disgusted and meditate asassinating the 
consuls in ordergto provoke European in- 
tervention. The Surgents are doubtless 
taking a terrible revenge and are execut- 
ing the revolutionary programme to the 
letter. 

The reported concentration of large 
Turkish forces in the Adrianople district 
at Mustafa-Khasa-Kisylagach and other 
points on the Bulgarian frontier, is re- 
garded with much apprehension in Sofia, 
as it is well known that in case of war 
an invasion would occur from this direc- 
tion. 

A private telegram from Dubnitza says 
that a number of Bulgarian officers lead 
ing a band of 150 insurgents, recently 
forced their way past the Turkish post 
at Fekia and now occupy an unassaila- 
ble position. 

Rumors are current here of serious 
massacres at Vasiliko and Kirk-Kilisseh. 
Three hundred persons are said to have 
been kiled. tails and confirmation are 
lacking. 

Gloomy View of Situation. 

London, ‘August 26.—In the special dis- 
patches from the near east published this 
morning a gloomy view is taken of the 
crisis in the Balkans. According to re- 
ports from Constantinople a rumor Was 
current that war had already been de- 
clared against Bulgaria. No other ia@sue 
is regarded as possible, 

It is further stated that although the 
Russian squadron was withdrawn from 
India, it continues to cruise near the 
Bosphorus. It is reported that several 
Italians have been murdered by Turks. 

It is also stated from Monastir that the 
revolutionary committees are appesling 
to the Christian population to retuse to 
pay taxes and that their appeal is meet- 
ing with much success 

The insurgents In the Debr district are 
said to be destroying the villages and 
mufdering their inhabitants, 

In taking more energetic measures for 
the suppression of the revolution Turkey 
is acting in accordance with the advice 
of the powers. 

Free Hand for Sultan.

’ Hundreds of Thousands of Dollars 
Worth of Property Destroyed 
at Council Bluff—Streets of 
the City Are Turned 
Into Torrents. 


Council Bluffs. Iowa, August %,—Two 
cloudbursts tonight destroyed hundreds of 
thousands of dollars worth of property in 
this city. The first storm turned the 
streets of the city into torrents and hun- 
dreds of families in the lower districts 
of the city were removed from their homes 
with difficulty. Many business houses 
were flooded by the first storm and the 
damage to stocks will amount to thou- 
sands. ' 

Another storm later in the evening 
raised the water still higher and many 
stores were badly damaged. 

The loss in this city alone is estimated 
easily at $500,000. The rainfall for the 
twenty-four hours ending at midnight 
will amount to 6 inches, 

The Northeastern railroad is not run- 
ning a train in or out of the city and 
report washoutgs between Ida Grove and 
Battle Creek, lowa, and between Maple- 
ton and Castana, lowa., 

The Rock Island and Milwaukee are 
both thed up and are not running trains 
either in or out of this city. 

Kansas. Towns Flooded. 

Frankfort, Kans., August 26.—Damage 
to farms in Nemeha and Marshal] coun- 
ties by yesterday’s cloudburst is greater 
than at first estimated and now is placed 
at $600,000. Great quantities of grain were 
swept away, while many farmers lost 
all their cattle and hogs, according to 
reports brought in today. Business at 
Frankfort is at a standstill. Dozens of 
bridges have been washed away. 

Storm Causes Fire in St. Louis. 

St. Louis, August 26.—The severe electric- 
al storm which swept over St. Louls ear- 
ly today resulted in heavy property dam- 
age. Fires were started in many differ- 
ent portions of the city by lightning. 
Two box cars on the 'Frigco tracks filled 
with matches were struck and burned.

The Platform. 


The platform is ag follows: 

“Assembled in convention at Columbus 
preparatury to the State election of 198, 
we, the democrats of Ohio, hereby renew 
our allegiance to the democratic party 
of the pation and again avew our devo- 
ton tO the principles of its last platform. 
We accordingly condemn coloniaiism and 
imperialism, denounce trusts and trust 
fostering tariffs, repudiate government by 
injunction and oppose financial monopoly, 
together with every other legalized mo- 
nopoly — Special privilege; adhering 
to the prihciples of the Kansas City 
platform. We repeat our condemnation 
Of all efforts to renounce or ignore them.”’ 

The above opening paragraph is the only 
reference made to the national issues. 
The resolutions continue: 

“By embodying tn the new Ohlo code 
unwise and unjust provisions for the 
regulation of street railroads, republican 
managers haye rendered competition more 
difficult and street car monopolies more 
secure. By reserving to the governor the 
power to appoint municipal officers in 
certain cases, they have dangerously con- 
centrated the police power and have com- 
plicated their meager concessions of home 
rule while tempting opportunities for in- 
terference by the state government in 
the local affairs of cities and villages, 

“The corrupt alliance which the repub- 
lican managers of Ohio, treacherous alike 
to the rank and file of their own party 
and to the rest of the people have made 
with privileged corporations ig shown Dy 
the recent history of Ohlo taxation, 

“That the ualilance of republican lead- 
ers in Ohfo with the privileged corpora- 
tions has the ald of some Ohio demo- 
crats we freely concede. But these demo- 
crats are not in control of the demo- 
cratic party of ‘the state and the party 
as now organized is rebuking and dis- 
owning them ag fast as it finds them out. 
We are conceding that some Ohio demo- 
crats are corruptly allied with the privi- 
leged corporations; we ask the people of 
the state to observe an important fact 
in that connection. In the democratic 
party as now organized democrats who 
serve such alliances are punished; where- 
as, in the republican party, as now con- 
trolled, republicans making such alliances 
are rewarded. 

“The present laws for assessing the 
property of all public service corporations 
should be so changed as to compel the 
assesament of those properties at not 
less than thelr ratable value as going 
concerns, and to prevent their evasion of 
just taxation.” 

The platfrom favors home rule for 
counties and cities, assessing boards, the 
constitutional amendments for classifica- 
tion of property for taxation and single 
HMabillty of stockholders, laws for public 
reports of corporations and auditing of 
same, various reforms. {n school laws, 
abolishing the fee system ifn county of- 
fices, the Improvement of the Ohio river. 
maintenance of Ohio canals and a 
uniform rate of 2 cents per mile for steam 
rallways, 


As to Franchises. 


The municipal code should be so amen4d- 
ed as to require that all ordinances grant- 
ing, renewing, extending or modifying 
franchises shall be inoperative until con- 
firmed by a majority vote of the peo- 
ple of the municipality and prohibit per- 
petual franchises altogether, The plat- 
lorm says further; 

“Whereas, railroad and mining corpor- 
ations have gone into the business of in- 
euring against accidents and death among 
their employees, fixing the rates of in- 
surance arbitrarily, and compelling em- 
ployees, as a condition of employment, 
not only to invest in such insurance, but 
also to Waive ail ciaims for injury sus- 
tained in the course of their empioyment, 
both in their own behalf and in that of 
their dependents. 

“Whereas, such cuntracts of walver 
are opposed to public policy, therefore, 
we favor the enactment of laws making 
null and void ali contracts of all em- 
ployees of railroads and mining corpora- 
tions and of other employers for the 
waivers or forfeiture of caims for inju- 
ries sustained in such employment. We 
also favor the enactment of laws abvolish- 
ing the defense of fellow-servants’ negli- 
gence in actions against employers for 
injuries sustained by workmen in the 
course of their employment, 

“Until United 
quired by amendment of the federal con- 
stitution to be elected by popular vote 
nominations of candidates for United 
States senator should be made by state 
conventions.”’

Bagel, Switzerland, August %.—The de- 
bate in the Zionist congress on the Brit- 
ish proposal to at apart a portion of 
British East Africa for colonization by 
the Jews closed today. The congress, by 
225 votes to 177, adopted a resolution to 
appoint a committee of nine which will 
be sent on an expedition to Hast Africa 
to investigate the situation. The Rus- 
sian delegates opposed the project and 
jeft the hall as a protest. 

The territory that Great Britain has 
offered for Jewish colonization is an ele- 
vated tract 200 miles long. Sir Harry 
Johnston, former special commissioner 
for the Uganda protectorate, in his re- 
port on the country, described the region 
selected as almost unparalleled in trop- 
ical Africa, being admirably watered, 
fertile, covered with forests, almost un- 
inhabited, and as healthy for Europeans 
as Great Britain. 

Chicago Urges Zion Movement. 

Chicago, August 26.—The following ca- 
ble message was sent to Leon Zolotkoff, 
delegate to the international congress Of 
Zionists at Basel, Switzerland, last night: 

“Urge Congress to leave African prop- 
ositon to executive committee. Zion not 
to be abandoned until all efforts ex- 
hausted. BERNARD HORWICH, 

‘For Chicago Zionists.” 

The action was the result’of a meet- 
ing of thirty leaders in the local Zionist 
movement. It is believed that the mess- 
age voices the sentiment of a majority 
of the Orthodox Jews of this city. 

Addresses were made by Rabbi I. Glek, 
M. Gingburge, of The Jewish Courter; 
Bernard Horwich, H. Horwich and others. 

“I? we abandon the Palestine colontza- 
tion project Zionism is dead,” declared 
Bernard Horwich. “All our efforts have 
been directed toward reestablishing the 
Jewish nation in Zion. East Africa may 
be a desirable place for colonizaton, but 
it is not our country.”

donia. The forthcoming conference of 
King Edward with Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph and King George of Greece at VI- 
enna, and the visits of the czar and Em- 
peror William to Vienna and of the czar 
to Rome will enable the monarchs to thor- 
oughly discuss Balkan affairs and before 
the conclusion of the conference Turkey 
proposes so far as possible to restore or- 
der 30 that international action will be 
unnecessary. 

An official of the Turkish embassy here 
said to a representative of the Associated 
Press today: : 

The calling out-of additional troops 
by Turkey is due solely to the decision io 
suppress the insurrection at once. It is 
not in anticipation of war with Bulga- 
ria. Turkey has no intention of declar- 
ing war in spite of rumors to the con- 
trary, and Bulgaria, warned by the pow- 
ers, does not seem at this moment to 
contemplate hostilities. We know what 
public opinion is in Bulgaria and how the 
situation may change tmorrow, but in the 
meantime Turkey proposes to lose ng 
time in restoring peace.” | 

Turkey Calling Out Troops. 

Constantinople, August 26.—The govern- 
ment has deaided to cal) into service all 
the remaining Buropean reserves belong- 
ing to the Second and Third army corps, 
and a number of other reserves, which 
will bring the total of the Turkish sol- 
diers in Macedonia up to 380 battalions, 
or almost double the force utilized in 
the Turko-Greek war. The enrollment of 
such large bodies of troops indicates the 
seriousness with which Turkey views the 
situation and her determination to use all 
the means at her disposal to repress the 
rebellion. Ibraham Pasha, the new com- 
mander of the troops, is a young and 
capable officer. Seven battalions have 
been dispatched to Florina frem Mon. 
astir. 

The valis of Monastir and Salonica 
telegraphed they are able to guarantee 
the maintenance of order in their respec- 
tive towns.

The election of the heads of the 
senate from the opposition is probably 
due to the government’s desire to re- 
unite with the nationalists so as to face 
the liberals together next year on the 
occasion of the presidential election. The 
division between the conservatives and 
nationalists originated in Vice President 
Marroquin assuming power illegally from 
the late President San Clemente, who 
was a nationalist. 

A prominent *sthmian liberal, who has 
been Interviewed on the subject, is quoted 
as saying tat he believes that if the re- 
union shall take place, the next offjeial 
candidate for the presidency will be 
General Reyes, who is favored by both 
parties. Reyes will be supported by the 
majority of the liberals. Having ex- 
pressed a desire to govern with all par- 
ties, hig election will be likely te secure 
peace in Colombia. 

The nationalists in the senate are op- 
posed to the Hay-Herran canal treaty 
on,account of local politica, but an 
agreement with the conservatives would 
render their opposition unnecessary and 
would facilitate the treaty’s discussion 
by the representatives, when the measure 
shall pags the house. 

If General Reyes’ candidacy is con- 
firmed his many friends in congress will 
change their attitude, which is now 
against the ratification of the treaty.

Macon, Ga., Augyst 26.—(Special.)—The 
constitutionality of the Calvin vagrant 
law is to be testedy Though operative 
less than a week the new law has been 
given a prominence few laws have ac- 
quired after years of usefulness, the 
prominence coming because of the ener- 
getic manner in which ft has been car- 
ried out in nearly every city in the state. 

But in the city court here today the 
first obstacle was thrown in the way of

Ameng the negro women here against 
whom charges of vagrancy have been 
preferred and who have been locked 
up is Ella MecQuirter, a negro woman 
who appears to have some money and 
friénds. This morning ‘when the case 
against the woman was called before 
Jucge Robert Hodges her attorney, 
Colone| John R. Cooper, arose, saying: 

“Your honor, I represent this defend- 
ant, and as the Calvin act under which 
s..e is being tried within itself, to say 
nothing about other state statutes, guar- 
antees to every defendant a trial! by 
jury, I, as attorney for this woman, this 
defendant, make this demand.” 

Judge Hodges admitted the correctness 
of Colonel Cooper's presentation of his 
case and the trial was set for the first 
week in September. : 

If he loses this trial 


Colonel Cooper 
will fight the case ”

Good Results North Caro- 
lina Gets Under New 
Franchise Tax 
Law. 


Raleigh, N. C., August %.—(Special.)— 
The corporation commission was estab- 
lished as the railroad commission by an 
act of the legislature of 1891, and began 
its duties April 1 of that year. The 
original act was very like that of Geor- 
gia, and Chairman James W. Wilson vis- 
ited the latter state and made a study 
of the rules of procedure and other work- 
ings of its commission. Many sections of 
the interstate commerce law were alse 
copied in the North Carolina act. 

In 1890 the railroad property in this 
state was assessed at $12,321,709. The com- 
mission increased this the very first year 
to $18,432,298. The assessments up to this 
year have been only upon the tangible 
property. The legislature this year re- 
quired the commission to separate them 
and assess or appraise the Intangible 
values of franchises as well as the tangi- 
vie. The €0mmission was urged in some 
quarters to fix this assessment on a 6 
per cent basis, which would have made 
the total $92,000,000. Those who wished 
to force this action declared that the act 
gave the commission no discretion and 
that, in fact, a cast iron rule Was 4n 
impossibility. The chief interest in this 
year's assessment was as to the figures 
tixed for the great railroad systems. [lere 
are the figures arrived at:

Laredo, Tex., August 296.—A letter was 
received in this city today from a respon- 
sible resident of Linares, Mexico, in which 
he states that yellow fever exists at that 
place and that the death rate is now 


fourteen a day. 

This information was given to the quar- 
antine Officials, both federal and state.

The letter further said that people are 
fleeing from there in all directions as 
fast as they. can get out. 

Dr. H. J. Hamilton, United States ma- 
rine hospital surgeon, received an official 
notice from the governor of Nuevo Leon 
today stating that a double quarantine 
had been placed on between Linares and 
Monterey; that is, two detention camps 
between those cities are established and 
passengers from the infected points must 
run the gauntlet of being detained five 
days each in both places. 

Dr. Hamilton says there are many 
cases of yellow fever at Linares and Vic- 
toria,~and that it is increasing at those 
two points.

Since conditiohs ag*to property values 
and taxation in North Carolia are, in 
many respects, similar.to those In Geor- 
gia, a comparison of some of the results 
under the operation.of v9 franchise tax 
law in that state an@*fn Georgia will 
prove of special interest and value at 
this time. 

It will be readily “apparent. from the 
figures that even in the event the as- 
sessments on franchises made by Comp- 
troller General Wright @re not reduced 
by the boards of arbitration to which

division must be made on the basis of 
the school population of the local] district 
as compared with the school population 
of the county. This opinion will upset 
the notions of some of those in charge 
of certain of the local school districts. 
Some of these have held that the divi- 
sion should be made in accordance with 
the schoo] attendance, and others have 
pureued a different method, 


* This opinion does not in anywise affect 


the systems in the larger cities, such as 
Atlanta, Savannah, Columbus, Macon and 
elsewhere in the state, but it will affect 
materially several of the local school 
districts which do not contain large towns 
or cities. 

Attorney General 
question at some length, 
ing says: 

“A division of the fund which comes 
nearest to giving to each child his in- 
terest in it, guarded under proper re- 
striction, is the best and only legal sys- 
tem for its distribution. A <«dvision of 
the public schosl fund between a county 
and the local system. on the basis of 
school population in the local system-- 
that is to say, the proportion which 
the school population in the local system 
bears to the school population in the 
county, is the lawful and just distribu- 
tion. This would be its pro rata share. 
The law which divides the fund between 
the several counties in the state recog- 
nizes this as the proper basis. The 
county is treated as a unit. and the local 
System sheuld be treated as but another 
unit In a unit. It is greatly to be desired 
that the loca) systems should be encour- 
aged and their terms of schoo! length- 
ened, but it should not be done at the 
expense of shortening the terma of the 
Schools in the country. Each should re- 
ceive its pro rata share, neither to recelve 
more or less. 

“I, therefore, advise. irrespective of any 

lirections to the contrary in the acts 
creating the local systems, that you 
adopt the rule of apportionment between 
the local system’and the county, using 
as a basis ‘the proportion which the 
school population of the local system 
bears to the school population in the 
county.’

GAUNTLET OF FORTS

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GENERAL ADNA 3B. OCHAFTYES, 
Who Commands the Army in t he War Game. 
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Kearsarge, Illinois and Alabama, Although Subjected 
to a Tremendous Fire from the Forts, Succeed 
in Entering the Harbor of Portland. 


Portland, Me, August %.—Through 
dense amoke and amid the tumult of con- 
tinuous cannon fire, the battle ships Kear- 
sarge, Illinois and Alabama entered this 
port early today, having stormed the 
main entrance to the harbor in connec- 
tion with the great war game which 
is going on this week in this vinicity. 
At midnight the scouts of the hostile 
fleey were discovered by the pickets of 
the army on Shore, and at daybreak 
the battle ships came up the channel, Phe 
victory, if any, is not apparent to shore 
observers, 

The night was a sleepless one not only 
for all actually engaged in the manouvers 
but for many in the city. It was scarce- 


; ly midnight when the searchlights of the 


two torpedo boat de- 
Stroyers in the outer harbor. Firing be- 
gan at once and then ceased. An hour 
later the presence of a battle ship was 
revealed by the searchlights and several 
of the forts opened fire upon her. This 
vessel returned the fire and after the 
cannonading became general. A launch 
containing landing parties was captured 
and at 2:25 all the outer forts were 
engaged in action. 

For more than an hour the big~ ves- 
sels stood off the main entrance fo the 
harbor. At 4 o'clock they began the 
advance. With the Kearsarge leading and 
the Illinois and Alabama close behind. 
€ach belching broadsides at the forts, 
they sailed slowly toward the city. Forts 
Williams, Preble and Leavitt poured in- 
terrupted fire toward the _ ships. In 
turn each ship seemed to concentrate 
fire on fort after another 
until the vessels had reached the inner 
harbor. The ships crept on by the forts, 
the firing: ceased slowly and by 7 o'clock 
the echq of the guns at the eastern side 
of the bay, where qa minor engagement 
was going on, was all that could be 
heard. 

The battle ships then maneuvered for 
a time and then they wens back toward

the outer harbor, where they began crula- 
ing about’ among the islands, 

Early in. the forenoon the scene of ac- 
tion shifted to the passage into Hussev’s 
sound between Peaks and Long Island. 
From this vicinity great clouds of smoke 
were arising and the roar of many guns 
was heard. The Olympla was leading a 
fleet against Fort McKinley. As at the 
main entrance they came into slowly. 
The Olympia was closely followed by the 
Baltimore, There.were four other vés- 
cels in this fleet, the principal one being 
the training ship Newport. The others 
were the converted yacht Vixon and two 
torpedo boat destroyers, Worden and 
Stewart. 

For a time the firing was as violent 
as that marking the passage of the bat- 
tle ships. Then the action ceased sud- 
denly. 

With the interval in the long-continued 
action came a chance to review the en- 
tire movement from midnight to mid- 
forenoon.

They Want Representation 
in Catholic Hierarchy 
In America, 


New York, August 26.—-Documents havs 
been neceived here from, William J. D. 
Croke, private chamberlain to Pope Piux 
X, relating to the 6ndeavors that are be- 
ing made to secure for the Polish popula- 
tion in the United States a representation 
of their nationality in the American 
hierarchy. 

This action opens again the contro- 
versy which caused so much friction in 
100 concerning the Italian, Slavok, 
Slavok, Lithuanians and Bohemian repre- 
sentation. Chamberlain Croke says the 
presence in Rome of the Rev. Wenceslaus 
Kruzek, rector of St. eV enceslaus, Ripon, 
Wis., deputy of the Catholic Polish con- 
gregations of the United States, is to ob- 
tain for the Catholic Poles this represen- 
tation. The applicants, it ts stated, urge 
the appointment of Polish bishops, though 
they would be satisfied for the time with 
vicars general. 

Out of fourteen cardinals concerned, 
these deputies have seen eleven, the com- 
munication says, and they have been wel- 
comed and gratified with substantial 
agreement in each case and the matter 
will immedtfately be taken up by the new 
pope.

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The Five Mill Rate. 
The fact that the governor and the 


comptroller general have been able 
to fix the tax rate as low as five mills 
on the dollar is a matter of congratu- 
lation to the people of Georgia, not 
only because the rate itself is low, 
but particularly because this is prin- 
cipally due to an increase .in the val- 
ues of taxable property, which shows 
general prosperity. 

This means that taxation for state 
purposes will be at the rate of $5 
on the $1,000 of property returned, 
as against $5.30 for last year; the dif- 
ference remaining in the pockets of 
the people. ~- 

The five mill rate this year means 
even more, however. When the offi- 
Cilals met to take action they found, 
after a thorough investigation of the 
state's resources, that it would be pos- 
sible to make the rate as low as 4.90 
by carrying on the business affairs 
as they have been doné in the past— 
that is, by making a midsummer 
loan to tide over until the tax money 
begins to come in. “By making the 
rate 5 mills, the necessity for such a 
loan will. be avoided. There will be 
in the treasury next summer a suffi- 
cient sum to let the state do its busi- 
ness on a strictly cash basis, a thing 
to be much desired. PS 

So the governor and the comptrol- 
ler genera] have determined upon the 
5 mills rate. This, as explained, 
means not only the saving of money 
to the tax payers through the lower 
rate, but also the doing away with 
the necessity for a loan with the in- 
terest cost it would involve. 

The lower tax rate speaks eloquent- 
ly for the genera] assembly and for 


the administration of Governor Ter- ' 


rell. The promises made by the gov- 
ernor in his campaign have been ful- 
filled in every way. His administra- 
tion has been marked by economy 
without stinginess—just such a 
splendid business administration as 
the people expected of him. 

This rate serves also to emphasize 
the wisdom of the legislature in pass- 
ing the bill submitting to the people 
& constitutional amendment provid- 


_ ing for a 5 mill limitation upon the 
| tax rate. 


That amednment will be 
voted upon next year and will doubt- 
less receive the overwhelming ap- 
proval of the people, but it cannot go 
into effect for two years yet. In the 
meantime, however, Governor Terre]l 
is able to announce a five-mill rate, 
so the people practically get the ben- 
efit of this legislation two years be- 
fore ft can become’ effective.

The Referendum Applied. 

In the light of all the fun that was 
belng made, only a few years ago, over 
the advocacy of the application of the 
referendum principle to legislation, it 
is rather interesting to note the prac- 
tical workings of this system in the 
republican state of Oregon, and the in- 
dorsement it receives from some of the 
republican papers in the east. 

Oregon has engrafted the referen- 
dum principle in her legislation by the 
adoption of an amendment to the con- 
stitution under which new legislation 
does not become operative until ninéty 
days have elapsed after its approval 
by the governor. 
days the objectors are given their op 
portunity. If before the expiration of 
this ninety days period as many as 5 
per cent of the voters signify their ob- 
jection to any measure and their de- 
sire to have it submitted to the people, 
it is submitted at a special election 
and only becomes effective if a ma- 
jority of those voting at that election 
favor it. . 

With regard to the practical operg 


tions of this change in the constitu-, 


tion, it is noted that while the legisla- 
ture this year passed the usual 
amount of law, the necessary 5 per 
cent of the voters has not been got 
together in opposition ‘to any offe of 
tl measures, though theré were sey- 
eral efforts made. For instance, some 
gf the labor unibn leaders tried to get 
a vote upon the question of making a 
$500,000 appropriation for a Lewis and 
Clark exposition, but failed to get the 
requisite number of signers. 

The Philadelphia Press believes that 
even if references are rare, it is mani- 
fest that the existence of the provision 


“must be a curb upon unpopular’ or in- 


defensible legislation. It contrasts the 
extent of popular government in Ore- 
gon with that in Pennsvjvania, where 
Governor Pennypacker recently vetoed 
a bill providing for the repeal of a pro- 
hibition law in a certain township pro- 
vided that a majority of the voters in 
said township should vote in favuor of 
such repeal, the freak governor taking 
the position that “legislation depend- 
ing upon the aetermination of an un- 
certain event in the future is not leg- 
islation at all.”

First blood in the democratic cam- 
paignh of 1904 seems t@® have been 
scored by the democrats of Lacka- 
wanna county, Pennsylvania, who in 
convention assembled thave formally 
declared their first choice for the 
presidential nomination to be Judge 
George Gray, of Delaware. 

It will probabiy be argued that tlere 
would be no wisdom in selecting a 
man who hails from so smali a state 
as Delaware, one whose electoral vote 
would cut so little figure in the grand 
total; but it may well be argued in 
reply that in the status in which the 
democratic party finds itself, the real- 
ly important thing is to get the right 
man, no matter whence he may 
come; that the nominee must be a 
man who stands preeminently for 
democratic conservatism, a man 
whose record stands out for itself, 
and that it would make little difference 
whether such a man hails from New 
York or Massachusetts, Maryland or 
Delaware, Ohio or Illinois, or from 
the south, if he happens to have a rec- 
ord which marks him as preeminent- 
ly the man. 

It is in line with this argument that 
the admirers of Mr. Olney, of Mas- 
sachusetts. and Mr. Tom Johnson, of 
Ohio—both staunch republican states 
—are mentioning them as among the 
possibilities; an@ if these men can be 
considered, why not a man from Dela- 
ware who is no less advantageaysly 
situated and who is certainly presi- 
dential size? 

While Judge Gray, as senator, dif- 
fered from many of his party upon 
issues which are now things of the 
past, nobody ever suggested that he 
was swayed by improper influences 
or that he ever took a position which 
ran counter to his construction of 
democratic principles. And _ while 
some have contended that his nomina- 
tion would not be advisable because 
of his having been a member of the 
commission which negotiated the 
treaty of. peace with Spain under 
which sovereignty over the Philippine 
islands and Porto Rico passed to the 
United States, the state department 
record of the negotiations at Paris 
show there was absolutely no swerv- 
ing from the paths of true democracy 
and of patriotism in the position he 
then took. He may have called down 
upon his head the criticisms of those 
New Englanders who suffer from 
anti-imperialism-phobia, but they are 
not to be considered, because almost 
all of those will make their usual 
exciee to vote for the republican 
nominee. There is nothing in Judge 
Gray’s record in this matter that 
should not meet the full approval of 
every conservative democrat. 

The appointment of Judge Gray to 
the federal bench wag a personal trib- 
ute by President McKinley to the 
man’s high character and great abil- 
ity. So well were his legal attain- 
ments understood that he was strong- 
ly urged upon President Cleveland for 
the chief justiceship of the supreme 
court when a vacancy occurred, the 
one thing militating against his ap- 
pointment being that he was, in the 
opinion of the appointing power, then

Whatever criticisms his attitude 
may at different times kave called 
forth, Judge Gray's public service has 
marked him as one of the foremost 
men in public life. He is a man in 
whom the business interests would

man who will be the republican nom- 
‘Inee; Re is a man who, through his 
splendid service as arbitrator in the 
great coal disputes, hag won the high- 
est congdence of the labor elements. 

It is of this latter fact that the in- 
dorsement given him by. the Lacka 
wanna democrats speaks with signifi- 
cance. These Lackawanna democrats 
are most of them miners, Their ac 
tion ig tantamount to saying of Judge 
Gray: “Here is a man in whom Labor 
has absolute confidence.” There can 
be no possible doubt of his possessing 
that other valuable asset, the confi- 
dence of the conservative business in- 
terests of the country. 

This does not; of course, argue that

Augusta is accused by The Griffin News 
of having offered for sale cotton she has 
been holding for fifteen years awaiting 
higher prices. Editor Glessner has a long 
memory! 


The vagrancy laws of the south are 
condemned by ex-Senator Willlam Chan- 
dler as' “virtual enslavement.” The La- 
Grange Graphic says: 

“It fs a pity the. Georgia legislature 
did not ¢onsult Bill before passing the 
Calvin vagrancy law.” 


It -seems that the report of damage 
to the growing cotton plants in south- 
west Georgia from caterpillars was some- 
what exaggerated. Droves of blackbirds 
have descended upon Sumter county and 
are ‘devouring the pests. Thus the bal- 
ances of nature are being Kept true. 


Governor Terrell signed all of fhe 200 
bills passed by the wecent fegislature, 
with the exception of a Jocal bill relating 
to fences, which reminds The Pike Coun- 
ty Journal that— 

“The governor will soon be looking af- 
ter his own fences. But they are in first- 
class condition, rails sound and corners 
free of weeds.”’ 


From 5 and 6-cent cotton to 11 and 12 
cents per pound for the crop is enough 
to make southern farmers exult, espe- 
clally when an eleyén million bale crop 
is to be marketed.

BOY 
TO PREMIER OF SPAIN 


Special Correspondence. 

Madrid, August 15.—Don Raimundo yil. 
laverde, Spain's new premier, ig one of 
the lucklest of middle-class mortals. His 
parents were modest, well-to-do country 
folk, but fhere was no reason to suppose 
that their boy was going to climv straight 
up to the highest post within the gift 
of the Spanish people. He started out ag 
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DON RAIMUNDO VILLAVERDE, 
The lucky new Spanish premier. 
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a jawyer, endowed with good brains and 
an eloquent tongue, perseverance and lots 
of ambition. Thereafter the steps to 
fame were interestingly marked, as fol- 
lows: 

1. Crowds of clients. 

2. Elected to parliament. 

8. Attracted attention by hard work, 
Participation in every possible debate; 
mastering all sorts of dry subjects; too 
busy to concern himself with the brilliant 
aristocracy of Madrid which had shown 
some inclination to take to its bosom such 
a good-looking and promising young man. 

4. A sudden dash into society under the 
wing of the duchess de Denia, at whose 
palace one could meet every body—the 
greatest politicians, artists and men of 
science to be found in Madrid. The smart 
young member from Galicia soon made 
himself highly popular in this set, and 
for the first time seems to have been 
deflected from his path to glory. So many 
Spanish beauties of high degree lavished 
their affections on him that he became 
gay indeed for a while—a veritable butter- 
fly of fashion. 

5. A rich and attractive gentlewoman, 
the marchioness of Pozo Rubio, offered to 
marry the handsome young gallant and 
was forthwith accepted. Senor Villa- 
verde now put a definite stop to all fri- 
vyolity and once more devoted himself to 
fruitful labor for the welfare of his coun- 
P try. Indeed, being no longer required 
to sacrifice ali his time and talent to his 
profession, Seror Villaverde now studied 
assiduously socla] and economical sci- 
ences for which he had always felt a pre- 
dilection, and through his great intelli- 
gence soon rose to preeminence. He was 
successfully named minister of justce 
and of finance to the genera) satisfac- 
tion. 


The most interesting period of Villa- 
verd@’s political career began in 1899 after 
the disastrous war with the United 
States. When once the treaty of peace 
had been signed and a new cabinet, pre- 
sided over by the leader of the conser- 
vative party, Senor Silvela, was formed, 
political men as well as the majority of 
the people recognized the urgent necessi- 
ty of introducing ample and radical re- 
forms fnto all branches of public admin- 
istration, and adopting a sound and Ilib- 
era] policy apt to raise the credt of the 
land. 

Senor Villaverde, who occupied in Sil- 
vela’s cabinet the post of minisfer of 
finance, brought a bill of taxation before 
parliament with which he intended to in- 
crease the income of the treasury from 
850,000,000 to 1,000,000,000 pesetas and with 
his pecular energy and firmness he suc- 
ceeded in having this project approved. 

But this heavy taxation raised such @ 
storm of protests throughout the whole 
of Spain, an numerous and bloody 
were the riots which it caused in va- 
rious provinces of the kingdom that Senor 
Villaverde was obliged to send in his res- 
ignation, and two or three months after- 
wards, partly owing to this and partly 
to the unpopular marriage of the princess 
of Asturias with Don Carlos of Bourbon, 
the whole cabinet was also forced to re- 


sO 


sign. : 

The queen then decided to trust Vila- 
verde with the formation of a new min- 
istry: but in consequence of the unpopue- 
larity of his taxes, he found nobody dis- 
posed to secend him in the work, and 
therefore he had to renounce the charge. 

When Senor Silvela was once more call. 
ed to govern the country at the end of 
1902. he hastened to offer the portfolio of 
finance to his intimate friend, Senor Villa- 
verde, but the latter belng aware that 
Senor Silvela, with his well known weak- 
ness of character, had allowed himself to 
be induced to give the post of ministry for 
the naval department to Senor Sanchez 
Toca, who believed in the urgent neces- 
sity for the reconstruction of the fleet, 
f4nally refused to accept the offer and 
won back the golden opinon of the publie 
by urging that the true basis of regenera- 
tion consisted in the reorganization of 
national property.

The mere an- 
nouncement that the government through 
Senor Sanchez Toca, intended to bring @ 
bill into parliament for the reconstruc- 
tion of the fleet. was sufficient to call 
forth demonstrations of hostility in the 
ehamber of deputies ag well as all over 
Spain, so that Senor Silvela and his com- 
panons had to resign. 

Then King Alphonso, Interpreting the 
desires of the country, called upon Senor 
Villaverde to form a new cabinet. The 
elevation of this distinguished statesman 
to the highest office signifies the triumph 
of a firm and saving financial policy of 
which Spain has so much need in her 
present painful and critica] situation.

Franchise Tax Assessments, as Made, 
Included in Basis of Levy, and 
It Will Now Be Up- to 
the Arbitrators To 
Make Good. 


The state tax rate this year will bf 
five mills, or $ on $1,040 of property \Fe- 
turned. - 

This is 30 cents per $1,000 less than the 
tax rate last year, which was 5.30 mills, 

It is also less by 21 cents on $1,000 than 
the maximum rate fixed by the Jegisiature 
in the general tax act, that maximum 
being five mills for general purposes and 
21 mills for the sinking fund. 

By a careful study of the situation yes- 
terday the state tax commission, com- 
posed of Governor Terrell and Comp- 
troller General Wright, found they could 
cut the rate considerably below the 


: amount fixed as a limit by the legislature, 


and they did so. They fixed a lower rate 
than has prevailed for several years 
past, and a rate, too, not in excess of 
the jimit which will soon be fixed by con- 
stitutional amendment as soon as the peo- 
ple have voted on the measure passed 
at the recent session of the legislature. 
That amendment proposes to limit the 
taxing power*to five mills for all pur- 
poses, 3 ' 

Up to the Afvitrators. 

An interesting feature developed in ar- 
riving at the tax rate, Is that the gov- 
ernor and the comptroller general have 
put it squarely ‘‘up to’’ the arbitrators to 


make good the franchise assessments put 
upon the big corporations by Comptroller 
Genera] Wright. 

After going over the question it was 
decided that in summing up the total 
property returns or valuations as a hasis 
for fixing the tax rate, the commission 
had no authority to assume that the as- 
‘sessments On franchises and physical 
property of the corporations would not 
be adhered to by the beards of arbitra- 
tion which now have them under con- 
sideration. These assessments, it was 
contended, were made on a fair, just and 
equitable basis, and it would be a con- 
cession on the part of.the comptroller 
general to make a lower estimate of them 
for the purpose of arriving at a total of 
property values. 

Both the goyernor and the comptroller 
genera] thought the rate should be based 
on those assessments, and let the re- 
sponsibility fal;) where it will if they do 
not measure up to the figures which the 
comptroller general has fixed 
- How the Rate Was Arrived At. 

The total franchise assessments made 
by the comptroller general amount to 
$23,500,000, including also some slight in- 
crease in assessments on physical prop- 
erties of certain corporations. The in- 
crease in the tax digests over last year 
@s $22,604,946, making a tota! increase in 
property valuations for the entire state 
over last year of $51,104,946. 

This increase added to the total of prop- 
erty returns for last year, gives the total] 


property valuations for the state this | 


year at $518,415,592. 

This total! valuation a a tax rate of 
five mills will yield to the state $2,542,- 
077.96, from which must be deducted 5 per 
cent for expenses of collection, or $127,- 
103.89. jeaving net $2,414,974.07. To this is 
added $455,000 which the state receives 
from other sources, such as half the 
renta; of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, specific taxes and taxes on profes- 
sions, making the total receipts to 
counted on §2,3869,974.07. 

The appropriations which must be met, 
it was found yesterday after a revision 
of the figures, are $2,925,366. 
a deficit of $55,292, but 
that the increased receipts from 
taxes over last vear will fully make up 
this amount. They will more than do it 
if they show anything like a comparative 
increase with that of real and personal 
property.

been spent; but these resources were not 
needed. 
Change Needed in the Law. 


From what has been said regarding 
the fixing of the tax rate, it is evident 
that there is necessity for q change in 
the law regarding arbitration of tax re- 
turns. 

The governor and comptroller general 
have found themselves embarrassed no 
Httle in settling the question of the tax 
rate by the failure of these boards of ar- 
bitration to have their returns in hand 
in time. The tax rate must be fixed, 
in full time to give notice of it to all 
tax receivers and collectors throughout 
the state on or before“September 1. It 
is evident how the failure to have in 
Shand some $25,900,000 or $30,000,000 of re- 
turns must embarras the tax commission 
jn arriving at a conclusion. 

It has been suggested that the legisla- 
ture take the matter up next year and 
amend the law so as to require such ar- 
pbitration boards to have their returns in 
the hands of the comptroller general by 
a certain date, and in due time to permit 
of their being considered in fixing the tax 
rate. 

The Commission’s Order. 

The rate of five mills fixed by the com- 
migsion covers everything for whictr the 
state will have to raise funds It fe 
fivided as follows:. For: xeneral purposes

SPITE. IN CASE 
SAYS MCLELLAN 


Charge Against J: M. High 
Company (s Dismissed. 


Captain Moon Charged with Using 
His Office for Petty Spite—He 
Denies the Charge in Very 
Strong Terms—Board 
May Investigate. 


The case which was made against the 
J. M. High Dry Goods Company on the 
charge of blocking the sidewalk was 
tried in the recorder’s court yesterday 
efternoon and dismissed. 

The making of the case has brought 
out some decidedly sensational state- 
ments from Willlam R. McClellan, of the 
company, and Captain Z. B. Moon, of the 
police force.

As was stated in The Constitution yes- 
terday morning, Sergeant Whitley, who 
works under Captain Moon on the even- 
ing watch, served the High Dry Goods 
Company with a copy’ of charges because 
an artist had been employed to give ex- 
hibitions in a window of the store facing 
on West Hunter street. It was claimed 
thait the exhibition caused people to 
block the sidewalk. The cgpy of charges 
was served on H. L. Healy, the artist 
employed by the § firm. Mr. Healy 
Says that Sergeant Wifftley, when he 
made the case, stated that he did sw 
under orders from Captain Moon, and 
that when the sergeant was asked to 
hold up the case until the chief of po- 
lice could be communicated with he said 
he got his orders only from his captain 
and not from the chief. 

Mr. McClellan was very indignant,over 
the case being made and said: 

“This is some of the work of Captain 
Moon, and it {s not the first time he has 
tried to annoy us by making petty cases. 
It is the work of spite. We secured the 
services of an artist at considerable cos; 
and he, was in a window on Hunter 
street, where there was no danger of 
the sidewalk being blocked. When we 
were first spoken to about the matter 
we sent a messenger to the office of the 
chief of police and we were told that 
the matter could be arranged without 
any trouble. That was on Monday. On 
Tuesday afternoon Sergeant Whitley 
@ame into our store and insisted upon 
the case being made and said he was 
acting under orders from Captain Moon. 
Cases have been made by this same cap- 
tain against us before and he seems de- 
termined to annoy us as much as he 
can.”’ 

When Captain Moon was seen about 
the matter he said he had seen pub- 
lished statements from Mr. McClellan. 

Captain Moon’s Denial. 

“I wish to say only a few words, and 
very pointed -words at that,” saig the 
captain. “If Mr. McClellan has been 
correctly quoted, and if he has said that 
I ever made a case against the High 
Dry Goods Company, he lies; and he is 
not showing any courage by attacking 
me in such a manner because he knows 
we policemen must ofttimes take insults 
because of our official positions. I have 
never made any case against the com- 
pany. When other cases were made Il 
had nothing whatever to do with them, 
The case made yesterday was entered 
by Sergeant Whitley. The High com- 
pany, I understand, had been notified 
that their exhibition was causing the 
sidewalk to be blocked. The chief gave 
‘me no instructions about the matter 
whatever. If the High company went 
to the chief he never told me about it. 
My men on Whitehall street had report- 
ed that the street was bé¢ing blocked 
and I told Sergeant Whitley if anybody 
was blocking the sidewalk and had no 
permit to do so he might look into the 
matter and make a case if it became 
necessary. i have no feeling whatever 
against the High Dry Goods Company 
and have never had,” 

What Chief Ball Says. 

Chief Ball states that his attention 
had been called to the exhibition in the 
window of the High Dry Goods Com- 
pany and he intended to have the mat- 
ter arranged without a case being en- 
tered. 

“The matter was rushed,’ says’ the 
chief, ‘‘and before I acted the case had 
been made. If Sergeant Whitley had 
allowed the company to communicate 
with me over the telephone before he 
served the copy of charges there would 
y have been no trouble.” 

Captain Moon communicated with ex- 
Policeman Rakestraw last night, and 
Rakestraw made the following’ state- 
ment: 

“T made three cases against the High 
Dry Goods Company some time agq for 
blocking the sidewalks with boxes. It 
is my recollection that I did so without 
any orders from Captain Moon. In two 
of the cases fines were entered.”’ 


Statement by Sergeant Whitley. 

Sergeant @Vhitley says that he was 
acting under orders from Captain Moon 
when he made the case. iis statement 
was as follows: 

“Tt found the sidewalk opposite the win- 
dow where the exhibition was given 
blockaded. On Monday I told Captain 
Moon about it and under his orders I 
had two patrolmen to watch the place. 
Some one in thé store said the chief had 
been seen about tHe matter. One of the 
patrolmen telephoned Captain Moon and 
asked that the matter go over until the 
next day. On Tuesday I again found 
the sidewalk blockaded and I telephoned 
Captain Moon and asked him if he had 
received any Instructions from the chief, 
and he sald hé had not. Then he told me 
to go to High's store and if no permit 
had been given for the show in the win” 
dow to make a case and let the court 
settle it. When I went with Patrolman 
West to serve the papers those in the 
store seemed very angry with Captain 
Moon and some one threatened to make 
him loose his job. I told them the cap- 
tain was only doing his duty. I wes 
asked to telephone to the chief and I 
replied that we didn't do business that 
way and that I, as a sergeant, got my 
orders from my captain. They wanted 
me to make the case against the High 
Dry Goods Company, but I did not do so.

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MINOR LEAGUES 
WIN THE FIGHT 


Practice of Farming Out 
Players To Be Pro-: 
hibited. 


Buffalo, N. Y., August 26,-A ‘neeting in 
which representatives of the National 
League. the American League and the 
Nation#! Association of Minor Leagues 
participated ended tonight after a two 
days’ session. With the draft of an agree- 
ment drawn by the minor league repre- 
sentatives before them, the major league 
officials drew up a .carefully worded 
agreement and submitted it at the final 
meeting tonight. ‘This agreement will be 
acted ypon gt a meetjng of the National 
Association of Minor Leagues to be held 
within the next ten days. 

The new agreement is signed by Presi- 
dent Pulliagw. of the National League, 
and. President Ban Johnson, of the Amer- 
ican League. They. with August Herr- 
mann, of Cincinnatj, as chairman, wll 
form g national cemmittee to adjust such 
matters as may come up for settlemen, 
before the major and mjnor leagues. 

When a major league club serves no- 
tice of release On one of its players, he 
shall be ineligible to contract with a cjub 
of another league if, during ten days 
after the service of suab notice of re- 
lease, a club In the league in which he 
has been playing shall demand his serv- 
ices. 

The practice of farming is prohibited. 
All rights or claim of a major league 
club to play shall cease When such play- 
er becomes a member of a minor league 
club, and to arrangement between the 
clubs for the loan or return of a player 
shall be binding between the parties to it 
or recognized by other clubs, 

The right of a minor league club to 
its players shall be absolute, except that 
from August 15 to October 15 of each 
year major league clubs shall have the 
privilege of selecting players from Na- 
tional Association clubs for the follow- 
ing season upon payment of $750 for each 
player so selected from clubs in class A 
leagues, $500 for each player so selected 
from: clubs in d@ass B leagues, $300 for 
each player so selected from clubs in 
class C leagues, and $200 for each player 
so selected from clubs of a lower class. 

A major club may at any time pur- 
chase the release of a player from a 
minor league club, to take effect forth- 
with or at a spécified date, provided such 
purchase is recorded with the secretary 
of the commission for promulgation 
within five days of the date of the trans- 
action. 

Several of the articles are designed to 
protect the Interests of the players. A 
player suspended for a period of longer 
than ten days shall have a right to ap- 
peal to the commission. 

Flaying games for a stake is prohlib- 
ited. A player or a club is forbidden to 
accépt a sum of money as an induce- 
ment or reward for speelal effort on his 
part to win a game.

ATLANTA IS UNIQUE CITY 
IN WANTING CLEAN SPORT 


The story printed in yesterday morn- 
ing’s issue of The Constitution to the 
effect that Atlanta is getting the rough- 
est deal of any city in the Southern 
League at the hands of the umpires, in 
which interviews from several of the At- 
lanta players were given, has caused 
much talk among local fanatics. 

A representative fan, who attends every 
game and who watches with keen inter- 
est the progress of the sport, not only 
in the south but throyghout the coun- 
try, was heard talking with a bunch 
of other fanatics on the corner yester- 
day. 

“You see, it is this way: Atlanta is the 
most unique city in the Southern League, 
and for that matter different from any 
other town I Know of in the 
country. Atlantans are first, last and 
always for clean, pure sport. 

“You can:listen to the crowd and watch 
their actions any day during a game 
in Atlanta, and you will observe that 
what they are there for is to see a clean, 
pure game of snappy baseball. Of course. 
each one of the bunch wants, above all 
things, to see Atlanta win. but every 
man and woman of them wents to see 
the Crackers win by playing a clean, 
honest game. 

“Quite often I have noticed, and you 
have noticed, that the umpire was cheered 
heartily for putting an Atlanta player 
off the field. Now, that crowd was not 
glad to see the player leave the grounds. 
Fact is, they hated to see hyn go, for 
there are few players on the team who

are not popular with the fans; but they 
did go to see clean sport, and they 
cheered because they were honest fn their 
belief that the umpire was doing what 
he could to give them just that article 
of ball. 

“They are not unfair and are not 
knocking the Atlanta players, for they 
will cheer just as vigorously when a vis- 
iting player is put off the field for dirty 
work. I have heard them hiss.the um- 
pire to a stanstill when they thought 
he was doing the Atlanta players an in- 
justice. They simply will not stand for 
unfair play by any one. 

“Now, I notice that Captain Stafford 
and several other of the players stated 
in The Constitution this morning that 
the crowd would not stand for their 
making a kick against an umpire’s de- 
cision. In this the players are mistaken. 
The fan-faithful will stand for it, and 
they want the players fight for 
every point in the game, but they want 
to see this fighting done without an 
assault upon the umpire. 

“I believe that players can fight and 
fight hard for the close points and give 
the umpire to understand that he is 
not to impose upon them without the 
use of such vile and disgusting language 
as is sometimes heard on a ball field. 

“Tl heartily agree with Manager Powell 
that you cannot run a baseball league 
along Sunday school lines, unless it is 
the Epworth League.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, August %.—Nothing worthy 
of extended comment was accomplished 
by today’s meager bidding in stocks, 
either in the way of distribution of &8e- 
curities or price changes. The volume 
of dealings fell another notch toward ab- 
solute stagnation with a total for the day 
of only about 200,000 shares, and the cases 
in which the price variations reached a 
point were very few. It was observed 
that the telephone calis on the exchange 
and the announcer calls to members by 
numbers were extraordinarily few, which 
is regarded as evidence that very little 
business originated outside the exchange. 
Even the professional operators of larger 
caliber are going away for delayed va- 
cations which have been prevented here- 
tofore by the troubled state of the mar- 
ket and the smaller class of room traders 
that have the market to themselves. It 
is the complaint amongst these that when 
they offer prices down they are unable 
to force any renewal of liquidation, and 
that they soon meet supporting Sorders, 
While if they attempt a turn on the long 
side of the market they are unable to 
find a satisfactory market to realize on 
in any advance in prices. The undertone 
of today’s market was heavy, but the 
only apparent reason for this was that 
yesterdays movement wag upward, thus 
exhausting the limits uf the small traders 
in tme decline. Attention In the finan- 
cial districts is centered upon the money 
market rather than upon stocks. Today's 
Official admission that the efforts of the 
Consolidated Lake Superior company to 
Secure subscriptions to its bond issue had 
failed was another example of the ex- 
treme difficulty at present of inducing 
capital to assume any fixed form. There 
is continued unwillingness to lend money 
On time and rates are strongly held, al- 
though there is little demand for loans 
of this class, owing to the extreme dull- 
ness in the stock market. But commer- 
cial paper of the highest grade finds a 
difficult market. There were further of- 
ferings of bankers’ finance billg in the 
foreign exchange market today, which 
caused a yielding tone in spite of a har- 
dening tendency in discount at London 
and Paris. Attention wag attracted to 
the returns of the Canadian banks for 
July, which show a falling off in the 
loans on call in the United States by 
these institutions of more than $14,000,000 
in twelve months, while current loans 
in the United States were reduced by 
about $6,000,000. This helps to explain the 
persistent maintenance vf the loan ac- 
counts for our own banks in face of the 
heavy stock market liquidation. The 
marked strength of silver is also a feat- 
ure of the situation, today’s rise to 4 5-Re 
an ounce marging the highest level touch- 
ed since November of 1901.
